DOORS OPENING INWARDLY.

How Churches and Theatres in Nevr York
and Brooklyn Provide for Safe Egress.

Arongb all the day yesterday excited and sympatheticthrongs still haunted the vlclnltr or the
distressing accident at St. Andrew's church In
Duane street on Thursday evening. Lines of
policemen guarded the spot, preventing thecariouscrowd irom venturing too closely to the
nnsnpported walls which have already caased the
death and cruel maiming of so many persons.
Every voice in tbe crowd earnestly-canvassed the
causes 01 the disaster or queried as to where the
responsibility rests, and whether there was still
aanger remaining wane me wins were auoweu

to stand. Alt expressed trie tenderest sympathy
and the liveliest sorrow Tor the victims who are
Buffering from, ana ttie bereaved who lost fr ends
belovei id, that appalling disaster. Early in the
day Mayor Wickbam visited and examined the
buildings.

TUB JCRY VIEW THK DEATH TRAP.
At ten o'clock the jury summoned by the Coroneron tne previous day met at the Sixth precinct

Kvery part 01 tbe interioror tbe ennreb bad some such fearful story
to tell, and It was evidently a relief to tbe
minds of tbe more sensitive among tbe Jury

TUB WALL MUST BR RKIOLtSHED.
When this Inspection had been flm hed the jury

adjourned tt a room In tfee hotel, where they were

worn in by Coroner Eickhoff una told tnat tne
formal Investigation of the causes or the disaster
would be opened at the coroners' office on Monday
morning at ten o'clock. A rew of the jurors, upon
Whom tne view of the dangerous bulging wall had
evidently made a decided impression, were loth to
leave beiore warning the coroner that measures
Should be taken to prevent another calami'j.
They thought it might topple at any moment, and
Coroner UickhotT promised that be would at once
lay the lacts beiore tue Crand Jurv.
He suid preparations had been made to
beein tearing down the wall yesterday, but he
bad lOibiuden the execution 01 this depign nntil
the jury h'xl ob'allien a correct view oi the condl-
tlon oi the walL He somewnat relieved their
jgiud* oi lurthei anxiety by saying that the tenementin lae iear had oeen entirely vacated and
thai BO ouc Would oe allowed to occupy It until
the Dangerous wall had oeen completely demolished.one of the jurors asked whether tno Departmentof Knudiugs or the Klre bfpattinent
were to blame and tne Coroner renned that It
would lie lor tne jury to decide who the gui tv partimwere. The jury was men discharged till Monday.

The great peril mat iarge bodies 01
people are exposed to la cases or sudden alarm
by reason ol the terror that seizes them when

to escape has been attested on numerous occasions.The great necessity is to establish confidence,and there is no belter means or attaining
this end than to have ltundersiool that the means
of egress are ample and ca-jr. With the view

of learning what arrangements exist as to the
faciutias lor reacning the street in the event of
aa entire congregation seeking immediate exit,
representatives of the Iiekalu visited a large
number of churches yesterday to obtain Informationon this Important point. The result or their
investurfttions so lar is appended. It shoald be
understood that wnere iue outer doors move in
the direction of tne street the safety of the people,
for very obvious reasons, is bent secured.

ST. akdrbw's roman CATHOLIC CHURCH.
First in interest, in considering toe fdreaigbt, or

the neglect of it, as to tbe safety of people wno
assemble in large numbers for public worship or

lor otiier purposes, comes on tbe present occasion
bt. Andrew's cuurcn, truer* tne recent dihaster

J he gallery suirw ays
are narrow, and the organ ion, Mill higner up,
with still narrower stairways, is occupied on sun-

HIS INNOCENCE."IT'S A HABI> DEATH TO DIE."
The last scene but one in the Metuchen trairedy

was enacted yesterday in the dingy, Ul-vrutllatedCourt House or Middlesex county, New Jersey,at New Brunswick. It was tbe sentencing or
Michael Sullivan for the murder or Daniel Talmaga
on the 1st dav of last December. Lomr before tbe
opening or court trie auditorium wa» packed with
peo]>le eager to witness the (looming to death of
thvir unfortunate fellow creature. In many respectsthe muroer, the trial and the actors coinbluedto form a singular tragedy. No case
has excited su«li interest throughout the state
since tne Hridget Durgan case, eight or nine years
ago, aa this one. The conviction vras had upon
purely circumstantial evidence, no third person
having witnessed the murder or the murderer
leaving the scene oi the tragedy, so as to be abl#
to positively identify tnm. Still, the chain or circumstancesforged around tbe prisoner was s*
strong that no impartial person doubts tnejuuties
of the verdict.

In changing iSeoLute Mr. Talmage exhibited a large
roll of bills n his pocketbook. Sullivan watched
bun wlsnullf sofa# to attract passing attention,
.subsequent^ Mr. Talmage started to visit Ills
barn to attend to bin horses. He was followed by
Sullivan. Here/it should oe stated tnat .sulilvan's
appiicutiot lor work was not successful; he was
told o/ the old gentleman there was nothing lor
biiu to do. Tne old geutleman had not been gone
a great while, when fiom the house
he was observed to stagger out and
tall against a wairon. several person*
ran to his assistance. They found htm weltering
In blood, which streamed from a (rightful wound
across tae o>d man's head, at the back, near tbe
ear. He never spoke. The doctors of the neighborhoodwere caned, but taev could not save hltn.
His skull was fractured, and he died next moruiag
(on the Jd). Nothing was seen of sulhvan by the
family that day alter ne followed Mr. Talmage to
the barn. There had been a slight lull of
snow Monday afternoon, and In it track*
were discovered leading from tbe rear of
the barn to a neighbor's house acroa*
a field. This neighbor was arrested on suspicion.
He proved an alibi and was ireed. At the Core-
ner's inquest tne evidence pointed clearly to Sullivanas the murderer, 'ut he wm nowuere to be
found. At length, on the Saturday night loilowlnirthe murder he was arrested on a train bound
lor Rahway and wan taken to tne Newark station,
the arrest being cnected at the Market street depotin tnat city. On bis person was found a pocket*
book and some bank papers with Daniel i'almageto
name ttiereon. He was raken to New Urunswlok,

PLACED ON TRIAL.
The trial lasted eleven days and resulted In a

verdict last Saturday or guilty ol mur.or in tho
first degree. The facts ^ere clearly proven on tb»
trial tnatMr. Talmage was mur :ercd witn a blow
of a Mail swmgie; that Sullivan suddenly became
flush of funds, buying clothes and spreeing about
in New Jersey and New York and that
the pocketbook and papers found on him
belonged to Mr. Tainiage, and were
taken from his body by tbe murderer. On tne
stand Sullivan tola a story which nobody believedand which he was UJ.ible to substantiate.
It was to the effect that ne met a strange man.
who asked him to "crack a Joo:i and tnon gave
kirn Tannage's pocketbook with (10o lu it. II*
said be agreed to go Into business with tne man.
but reiuseu to tell wnat the business was.

TUB hKNTKNCB.
Yesterday be was called up for sentence. A*

stated above the court room was crowded to aorlocation,hundreds being uiiaoie to gain standing
room. It was teared that there might be torn*
demonstration on tbe part 01 Sullivan's friends.
so. oeiure oj>eniuir court, Judge Scuuuer ordered
the offlocrs to arrest any person who might b*
disorderly and be would be panilMA,
Tbu Court wc3 opened amid breathieea
silence. The Court asked tne prosecutor
If tie hart any motion*. The prosecutor
at once moved toat Judgment be pronounced upoa
Michael Sullivan. Sullivan was not then in Court,
but UDon tne Judge's order lie was brought In by
tne Sheriff nnder a strong guard. He was placed
at the oar and the Judge told him to staud up and
asked the usual question II be had anything to say
why judgment should not be passed upon lum.
lleiore fcullivan could reply one or bin counsel,
Mr. Adrain, arose and moved for a new trial, on
tne ground tbat one of the Jurors In ttie case had
been heard to say, on or about Decem;bcr 6, that Sullivan ought to be hanged
for murdering Daniel Talmage, The motion waa
denied, tue Judge saying that the rule in the Stat*
had always be. .» to hold that these must have
been expressed with malice against a prisoner
under trial lor murder. Tne Judge and jury, ha
sani. were satisfied tbat sufficient evidence had
been produced to prove Suluvau guilty. At this
the doomed miui twitched ana grew pale. Again
the stereotyped question was put to hUa by tbe
Court, ilia only reply was,

"I AM KNTI RK1.T INNOCRHT
of the robbery and murder or Daniel Talmage.'*
Following nu words, clearly and unfalteringly
spoken, there was a slight rustling among the
auilience. This was lollowed by an oppressive
stillness. A pin might almost have been heard to
drop, as the presiding Judge spoke siowir, and in
a "more in sorrow than in anger" tone of voioe.

Addressing suilivan, who stood trembling at the

liar. Judge scudder said ne had been convicted
after a careiui hearing oi evidence, and the Court,
atier a critical teview ol tne proceedings, saw uo
cause to doubt the truth of the verdict nor any
error winch would jisrily an arrest ol judgment.
His able counsel were not able to remove tbe convictionfurred upon tne minds of a.I oy the testimonythat, ootii In law and in ract, he was guilty.
Alter briefly going over tne facta and making ar ma
suggestions and observations, the Judge aaid:.
We are sorry that you have done mis groat
wrOUK, urn none can juatiij u ur »i»j limb ;uur
pum*uraent la not merited. This Court has 110
power to relieve you irom the position in whlcll
you have placed yourseli. I fie law winch we h.ive
sworn to eniorce commands us to execute ne
Judgment upon this conviction, and tins
duty, However painful, must and will ba
done." Continuing, the Judge warned Sullivan
lh.it ir wan v»wn to loo* for interference with tna
sentence i»y any otner Court, and, in coticuision*
said, in a solemn tone"I shall now prouounca
the -eutcnce of tne law upon your conviction. It
is considered l>y toe Court thai you have received
a fair trial, ami it directs that you ne taken to tUa
jail of this county and there ne retained until Friday,Aprtl!», 1*75.011 which day, between the hours
ol teu and three u'oock, you are 'o be hanged untild< ad, and may Clod have mercy upon your
aoul."
